SURELY no one can have forgotten 
the beautiful pictures of bird-dogs 
in action, by Mr. Percival Rosseau, 
and published in The Lotus in April, 
191 3. It is not too much to call Mr. 
Rosseau the most widely known painter 
of dogs — not only of what may be called 
dog genre scenes, but also of dog por- 
traits.

has painted many. 
Indeed, in France 
this American art- 
ist is quite as well 
known for his horse 
pictures and horse 
portraits, as he is 
for those of dogs. 
It simply happens 
that over here his 
first exhibition was 
of dog pictures and 
since then he has 
had so many com- 
missions for these that he has not had 
time to make known his ability as a 
painter of horses. 

The picture that is reproduced here 
and those that follow, have all of the 
artist's striking characteristics. They 
are pictures absolutely true to nature, 
showing the points in the dogs on the 
canvas, giving the animals in their

of this landscape 
is in the Sologne 
district of France 
where the artist 
does much of his 
painting on account 
of the favourable 
terrain it affords 
for the field trials 
and the hunting 
over dogs. This 
district begins at 
Orleans and runs 
south to Dijon and 
has much fine and 
attractive land- 
scape, to which 
the dogs are na- 
tive, so that there 
their actions are 
most spontaneous 
and natural. One 
can see this in the 
pictures. It is probable that the first 
picture of a griffon to be seen in this 
country was painted by Mr. Rosseau. 
While one of the oldest of bird-dogs, 
the griffon fell into disuse for many 
years, but of late has been revived in 
France, where the breeders have been 
going back to their old breeds, of 
which the griffon is one.
